In Success  Wipcenizie’ Orison: so 
Swett Marden attacks the man 
of mean and wrgenerous  dis- 

osition, who has doquired the 

abit of belittling the achieve- 
ments of all around him. 

The habit of belittling.is a 
confession of weakness, of infer- 
iority, of a small, 
vious nature; a confession that 
one’s life is not well poised, 
well balanced. The large mag- 
nanimous soul has no room for 
jealousy, for the belittling spi- 
rit. It magnifies the good, and 
minimizes the bad. 

A_ spirit of generosity and 
kindness is an indication of 
greatness of soul. Jealousy, 
envy, a disposition to keep from 
others the credit which belongs 
to them, are marks of a small 
nature, a pinched mentality. A 
kindly spirit always accompa- 
nies largeness of nature, bread- 
th of character. The man who 
belittles «a competitor, who 
maintains a mean silence when 
he should praise, only exhibits 
to the world his own narrow 
ness and stinginess ef soul. A 
man with a really large nature 
is generous, charitable, even to 
his enemy. 

The belittler does not realize 
that in disparaging others, in 
discounting the achievements of 
competitors, he is disclosing the 
limitations of his own soul, the 
smallness of his nature, and not 


only that, but all the time is 
making the person he is talking 
about to think less of him. We 
little imagine that when we 
draw a picture of others, we 
draw one of ourselves. A small 
mean soul, sees only small, 
mean things in another A 
really preat nature sees only 
the yood qualities of others. 
Unfortunately men of great 
ability, who have been distin 
yuiehed for brilliant intellectual 
yifts, often unusual courage 
and tenacity of purpose, men

Many will ask how the bill 
finally passed Congress, where 
it has been so stubbornly oppos 
ed from the very first, and 
where even now it has received .

House of Kepresentatives are 
concerned, it had an easy path 
in both sessions. It has always 
had practically the solid sup- 
port of the Democrats, .for al- 
though it was initiated by a 
Republican President, it was a 
measure of tariff relief as far as 
it went, and the Democrats , as 
a low tariff party, were sensi- 
ble enough to take it for what 
it was worth. Im the session 
which expired on March 4 it 
passed the House easily by 221 
to 93 after two days debate, 
with the closure strictly enforc- 
ed to limit debate. At that 
time the bill had little support 
and very bitter ¢ ition in 
the Senate, with the result that 
although evidence was heard, 
and some speeches made, the 
bill was never allowed to come 
to a vote,

R. L. BORDEN 
SENDS OUT A 
STATEMENT 


Mr. R. L. Borden, leader of 
the Opposition party has given 
out the following statement: 

* “The . dissolution of Parlia- 
ment came as a great surprise 
to thé supporters of the py ary 
istration. They evidently knew 
no more of the intention of the 
pipcrmpset than they knew of, 
the reciprocity agreement up to 
the 26th of Wines last. Map 
parently the Government decid- 
ed upon dissolution in a hurry 
or even in a panic, ds they gave 
no, intimation to the many 
members on both sides of the 
House who are accustomed to 
spend the week-end with their 
families, and who left for their 
homes on Friday night without 
receiving the courtesy of notice. 

“The Conservative party wel- 
comes an appeal to the people 
-on the great issue Which has 
been under discussion in Parlia- 
ment. The President of the 
United States has more than 
once emphasized the fact that 
Canada is at the parting of the 
ways. There are two ways léd 
in” very divergent directions. 
The choice of the pedple will be

It is right-and 
just that-they should speak, be- 
causé with tiem rests the ulti- 
mate decision.

WHAT MR. BORDEN 
OUGHT TO KNOW 


In the course of his manifesto, 
Mr. R. L. Borden states ‘“‘The 
Government have ‘dissolved 


Parliament without proroga- 
tion,” 

The extra of the Canadian 
Gazette issued a few days ago 
shows that the leader of +t 
Opposition was not acquainted 
with the facts of the case. There 
are four praclamations. The 
first prorogues Parliament m 
these woeds: 

‘‘Whereas ‘we have thought fit 
by and with the 
advice and éonsent 
of our Privy Council for Can- 
ada to prorogue the present 
Parliament of Canada, and 


whereas the adjournment of the 


Senate at the present time ren- 
ders im seule the announce- 
ment of both Houses, now 
know ye, that we do for that 
end publish this one Royal pro- 
clamation, and do hereby _pro- 
rogue the said Parliament of 
Canada accordingly to the sev- 
enth day of September next.” 

The second proclamation dis- 
solves Parliament and ~~ 
es the senators and the Mem 
ers of the House of Commons 
from their meeting and attend- 
ance on the said seventh day 
of September next. 

The. third proclamation calls 
thé new Parliament under writs 
to bear the date August 3 and 
to be returnable on October 7, 

The fourth proclamation con- 
vokes the House of Commons 
to meet in Ottawa on Wednes- 
day the 1lth of October “then 
and there to have conference 
and treaty with the Great Men 
and Senate of our Dominion.” 

Mr. Borden also complains be- 
cause the census was not taken 
at an earlier date in order to 
hasten the redistribution. Now 
the Census Act, Chapter 68, of 
the Revised Statutes, passed in 
1906, to the passage of which 
Mr. Borden was one of the con- 
senting party, distinctly states 
that ‘‘A census in Canada shall 
be taken by the office, under the 
direction of the Minister, on a 
date in the month of June, in 
the year one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven, to be fixed 
by the Governor in council, and 
every tenth year thereafter.” 

Mr. Borden knew’ when he 
made his proposition in March 
last, that the statute provided 
for the census to be taken in 
June and he knew that the date 
had been fixed according to the 
statute and could not be chang- 
ed.

Pag incident 
of express rates merely indicates 
that even if the railway com- 
mission is given all the power 
that is possible for them to 
have that a strong public opini- 
on is still needed. The aim o 
the railway interests is to con- 
fuse the commission as much as 
possible, and to keep them em- 
ployed with trivial matters, so 
that the great and important 
questions of rates may not’ be 
dealt with. In fact the railway 
commission has never delved in- 
to the freight rate question to 
amount to anything, its chief 
rulings having been  jimit-

The public in canada 
know nothing about the cost of 
operation of the railways and 
the railways refuse to give such 
informAtion. ‘The railway com 
mission apparently have no 
power to lpvesliyate the books 
and accounts of the railways, 
and to ascertain just what in 
formation should be an their 
hands relative to cost of Opera 
tion. Neither has the comunis 
sion power to take a physic al 
valuation of the railways and 
to base the freight rates upon 
the actual value of the proper 
ty, which would seem to be em 
inently fair. Lt would be well
